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PRESIDENT’S LETTER 


Your Executive Committee has voiced 
approval of the Chapter policy as out- 
lined below: 


(1) Major emphasis is to be given to 
the betterment of the Architect’s Public 
Relations. While the major part of this 
activity will be carried on through the 
Public Relations Committee, practically 
all of our Committees should work to- 
ward this end. 


To do so they will have to focus 
their efforts upon subjects of interest 
to the Public, to Government and to 
other organizations. 


(2) Equally important is the function 
of self-education and the exchange of 
technical information, experience and 
ideas. This, too, will prove to be of 
interest to the public and should be 
brought to its attention. 


(3) The Chapter membership should 
attend more meetings and should take 
a greater interest in the proceedings. 

To insure this more frequent meet- 
ings with more opportunity for open 
discussions will be held. 


Every Tuesday noon, and on one 
Wednesday evening each month, a 
variety of programs will be offered in 
the hope that the number of really 
active members will be increased. 


I wish to thank those of you who 
responded to the letter asking for your 
choice of Committees. The response 
was remarkable insofar as no one Com- 
mittee was swamped with applicants. 
There is still time to answer. 


(4) The program above outlined could 
benefit one thousand architects just as 
well as it can our present membership 
of 651. In fact, the added income from 
one thousand architects, and the pres- 
tige gained by a truly representative or- 
ganization would make it easier to 
achieve the goal set up. We, therefore, 
will seek to increase our membership. 


Your Executive Committee and your 
President need your suggestions, your 
advice, and your active participation, 
so that the Chapter may serve you. Its 
success is measured only by this yard- 
stick.

JULY MEETING

Fees 


Our new fee schedule at last has been 
adopted. The final draft, mailed out to 
all members under date of June 16, 
was voted into existence at the July 1 
lunch, with one minor change: the 
proportions of the architect’s fee (see 
age 6, par. 9 (a) and (b) of the 
une 16 draft) were re-arranged to 
provide for fernet of 80% (instead 
of 75%) of the total fee upon com- 
pletion of working drawings and spe- 
cifications, leaving 20% (instead of 
25%) for supervision. 


Clarence Litchfield and his Commit- 
tee are to be congratulated for having 
successfully completed a magnificent 
job. Bids on the new document have 
been received and the printing started, 
so that the new schedule will soon be 
available at the Chapter Office. 


More & Better Draftsmen 


Ben John Small of the Education Com- 
mittee has suggested a plan for super- 
vision by the Chapter of drafting and 
coaching schools in this area, which 
has considerable merit. 


He has suggested that the Chapter 
issue an approved list of acceptable 
drafting schools in New York City. 
He further suggests periodic observa- 
tion by Chapter members of actual 
class work and teaching ability of in- 
structors. He proposes a “N. Y. Chap- 
ter Award for Drafting Excellence”, to 
be offered at the end of the school 


term to each approved school, the 
award to be presented with appropri- 
ate ceremonies and the winners to be 
made Student Associate members of 
the Chapter. 


Mr. Small believes that such a pro- 
gtam would indicate our objective in 
drafting technique, would produce 
better qualified draftsmen for our off- 
ces, and would stimulate interest in 
professional activities and growth in 
our membership. 

The above suggestions are now be- 
ing discussed with representatives of 
the State Education Department. 


COMMITTEE HIGHLIGHTS 
Paraplegics 


The full size mock-up, containing the 
Standard Units designed by members 
of the Chapter for use of paraplegics, 
now stands complete on the grounds 
of Halloran Hospital. The construction 
of this house was carried out in col- 
laboration with the Staten Island 
Chapter. The Fuller Construction Co. 
donated their services as general con- 
tractor. The services of all sub-con- 
tractors were donated, as well as a 
large part of the material and labor. 
Remaining expenses were met by the 
Red Cross. 


Since the formal opening of the 
test house on June 11, at which Perry 
Coke Smith and other members of our 
hard working Committee were present, 
the wheelchair veterans at the Hospital 
have tested these units, built from pre- 
liminary plans, so that any necessary 
modifications could be incorporated in- 
to the final plans. William Potter, who 
has undertaken charge of this work, 
reports that final plans will be ready 
this week for the blueprinter and 
present indications are that hundreds 
of sets will soon be on their way all 
over the country.
